There may be some hope 
for the town’s slots facility, 
which is set to close on April 
30. 

The Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium (FELRC) has 
submitted a formal proposal 
asking for the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to consider a local 
takeover of the Slots at Fort 
Erie Racetrack allowing a 
new not-for-profit board to 
oversee the operation of the 
slots and the Fort Erie 
Racetrack. 

Plans include the FELRC 
paying the province $1 mil- 
iion a year for a license to 
operate the slots and leasing 
of equipment from the 
Ontario Lottery and Gaming 
Commission, says Jim 
Thibert, chief executive offi¬ 
cer of the FELRC. 

Thibert says a local take¬ 
over won’t be easy because 
the FELRC stills needs pro¬ 
vincial approval, but the 
owners of the racetrack, 
Nordic Gaming, support the 
business plan and Thibert 
remains hopeful.

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Father wants to increase awareness for road safety in the community

Look both ways before 
crossing the street—it's a 
lesson Marcus Antaya 
wants children to learn 
before an accident hap- 

Antaya told councillors 
during Monday's meeting 
that his son Jack was doing 
well after he was struck by 
a car last week on the cor¬ 
ner of Ridgeway Road and 
Rebstock Road. 

Now that his son is on 
his way to recovery, Antaya 
said he wants to have new 
signage installed at the 
corner of Wellington and 
Ridgeway Roads. 

"Because of the acci¬ 
dent, people in the com¬ 
munity know how quickly 
an accident can happen." 

Although it isn’t the 
same intersection where 
his son was injured, Antaya 
said many children cross 
daily to attend the school 
and church on Ridgeway 
Road and a library and 


park located behind the 
school. 

Part of the problem at 
this intersection is that 
many motorists either 
don’t realize the crosswalk 
is there, or they ignore the 
40 km sign when school is 
not in session. 

“There are a very large 
number of people who are 
going 50 km in a 40 km 
school zone.” 

The other problem is the 
crosswalk is near the bot¬ 
tom of a steep hill, which 
results in many motorists 
speeding down the hill, 
Antaya said. 

"Summer is coming,” 
Antaya reminded council- 

"And children will be 
crossing there for summer 
activities, and there won't 
be a crossing guard there 
during the summer." 

Ward 4 Councillor John 
Hill said he was in full sup¬ 
port of making motorists 
more aware of the cross¬ 
walk and he wants to work 
on developing a strategy 
for road safety. 

He asked Antaya if he 


would like to see another 
crosswalk installed further 
down the road. 

Antaya said no—adding 
another crosswalk further 
down the road didn’t make 
sense because the current 
crosswalk “is the most 
direct route to the school 
across the street.” 

Antaya told the Fort Erie 
Times that many children 
use the crosswalk on 
Wellington and Ridgeway 
Roads to walk to the 
school, or access a path 
that leads to a park, a pub¬ 
lic library and an arena. 

Someone needs to look 
out for the children in the 
neighbourhood because 
children don't always pay 
attention when crossing 
the street, said Antaya’s 
wife, Lori Dawn. 

“We always try to drill it 
into our kids’ heads to look 
both ways before crossing 
the street, but kids don’t 
always make sound judg- 

Lori McCombs, who has 
been a crossing guard at 
the intersection for 11 
years, said she is very con¬ 


cerned about the amount 
of traffic on Ridgeway 
Road, especially on the 
corner of Wellington 
Street. 

“I’m very worried all the 
time. One week after Jack’s 
accident I saw kids cross¬ 
ing the street in the middle 
of the road.” 

McCombs said about 
half of the cars she sees 
every morning between 8 
a.m. and 9 p.m. are going 
too fast. 

“I have an awful time 
sometimes trying to get my 
stop sign out there and I 
have to wait for the cars to 
stop before I let kids 

Antaya’s request for new 
signage will be discussed 
by the Town’s traffic com¬ 
mittee during their next 
meeting that is scheduled 
in May and a report will be 
brought back to council. 

In the meantime, Antaya 
has a message for motor¬ 
ists out on the road. 

“Slow down, watch out 
for kids. You don’t want to 
be that person who hits a 
kid by accident.”

After the provincial bud¬

Even if Fort Erie receives

Windsor and Sarnia expire 
in 2015. 

“Fort Erie is completely 
different. The solution for 
the horse racing industry is 
not the solution for Fort 
Erie.” 

Martin and Thibert agree 
with Craitor—they say they 
don't think receiving tran¬ 
sitional funding will solve 
any problems for the town 

"Nobody has any idea 
what this transitional fund¬ 
ing means or has any idea 
what it’s about. It’s all good 
intentions but nobody has 
been able to tell us what 
that means,” Thibert says. 

Martin wants everyone 
to know they are invited to 
attend a rally at the slots on 
Monday evening at 6 p.m. 
when the facility closes its 
doors for the last time. 

There will be a few speak¬ 
ers and it will be a small 
gathering, says Martin. 

"It's important for people 
to show there is enough 
support moving forward 
with this plan."

District fire chief is gone but will not be 
forgotten by the community he served 


Thursday was a sad day for 
members of the Fort Erie Fire 
Department. 

They lost Mark Frerotte, district 
fire chief of Station One. 

The district fire chief passed 
away suddenly before noon. 

There is no question that his 
passing will affect many people. 

He will be missed by his family, 
his friends, fellow co-workers and 
a community of people for whom 
he willingly and regularly risked 
his life. 

District Chief Frerotte began his 
career at the fire department in 
1979 as a fire fighter and he was 
promoted to deputy district chief 
in 1995 and then in 1998, he 
became district chief. 

He is part of a long history of the 
Fort Erie Fire Department that 
began in the 1800s with humble 
beginnings. 

It was in 1861 when a large fire 
broke out on Queen Street at a tav- 

Once it was ignited, the fire 
blazed as it made its way down 
Queen Street, destroying every¬ 
thing that it touched. 

The fire was the first major one 
in Fort Erie and because of it, the 


first fire station was formed with 
the creation of a bucket brigade in 
1862. 

Since that time, the Fort Erie Fire 
Department has developed into six 
volunteer fire stations run in con¬ 
junction with the head fire chief. 

District Chief Frerotte was one of 
many men who have helped to 
shape the fire department and 
make it what it is today. 

The district one chief was one of 
many men who have risked their 
lives again and again. 

His death is a reminder to us all 
of how much we owe our volunteer 
firefighters. 

We don't tell them often enough 
how much we appreciate what 
they do for us. 

We thank his family for sharing a 
good man with our community 
and our thoughts and prayers go 
out to his family during this diffi¬ 
cult time. 

It is because of men like him that 
our homes, our businesses, our 
schools, our churches and our 
community is protected. 

District Chief Frerotte was an 
important part of the community 
and he will be missed by many 
people.
